Wise retired from 
politics in 1928 but continued to practice as a solicitor in Sale until 1948.

In the Official History of Australia in the War of 1914-18, Vol V, The A.LE 
in France 1918, by C.E.W.Bean, Lieutenant Lockhart is mentioned along 
with Sergeant Lawton as the last to leave during an intense battle at Villers- 
Bretonneux. In another published account it is related how determined 
Lieutenant Lockhart was in maintaining machine gun fire on the enemy in 
the face of fierce fire from the Germans. When ammunition was exhausted, 
one of his men, Sergeant Charlie Lawton, was shot and despite the ongoing 
assault by the Germans, Lockhart refused to leave his sergeant and instead 
picked him up and tried to carry him to safety. Unfortunately he fell and 
the Germans advanced upon them. Lawton in the meantime had passed 
away from his injuries and Lockhart, with Lawton on top of him, was able 
to feign death in spite of being kicked by a German trooper to see if he was 
still alive. The Germans then proceeded to shoot all men who were lying 
wounded in the face of their advance. When they had gone, and as the 
daylight faded, the injured Lieutenant Lockhart was able to crawl to the 
safety of the allied front line.

Philip Henry (Pat) Morton was born in Lismore, NSW on 28 October 1910. 
He entered politics in 1944 as an Alderman on Mosman Municipal Council 
becoming Mayor two years later. He then entered state politics being elected 
as Liberal Party member for Mosman in 1947. After a few failed bids to be 
the party leader he was finally successful in 1955 and led the Liberal Party 
in two elections in 1956 and 1959, failing to win on both occasions.

Dr Francis Penny studied medicine at King's College, London where he was 
a Warneford Scholar and in 1884 qualified for the diplomas, M.R.C.S.Eng 
and L.S.A.Lond. He was a house-surgeon at King's College and later held 
posts at the North Devon Infirmary, Barnstaple and the Doncaster Infirmary. 
Apparently he was also a brilliant half-back of the Barnstaple Football Club. 
He served as a civil surgeon in the war in South Africa. In a letter to a friend 
Dr Penny wrote, 'I was coming home this month, but now have taken on 
as senior medical officer of Steinacker's Horse, so shall not be home for 
a year or so, as I hear it is to be a permanent corps, even after the War is 
over. I am to rig up in all the trappings and decorations of a captain in His 
Majesty's Army, with the special tabs of the Medical Corps.' Post war his 
interest in travel and exploration led to various medical appointments in 
mining companies. For about six years he was medical superintendent at the 
Mount Vernon Sanatorium. Dr Penny, aged 65, died in Doncaster Infirmary 
on 15 April 1928 from injuries received in a car accident five days earlier at 
Rossington where his car overturned.

Citation: The ship took part in a vital operation throughout which she was 
exposed to the hazards of surface, submarine and air attack. For the last 
four days she fought off a series of determined air attacks and on the last 
day she was torpedoed and flooding started in the holds. In spite of this 
and of the fact that the main engines were badly shaken, the Master, the 
Chief Engineer and the Chief Officer, with a volunteer party set to work to 
control the flooding and repair the damage. By this time the ship had drifted 
to within three miles of an enemy position. In spite of difficulty, the engines 
were re-started and a speed of fourteen knots achieved until, out of range 
of enemy guns, steam could be reduced and the strain on bulkheads eased. 
A final air attack was made when the ship had almost reached safety. The 
guns were manned once more, and the enemy was driven off. 


It was due to the courage, resource and leadership of the Master and his 
Officers that the valuable ship was brought at last to safety. 


OBE (Civil): LG 31/8/1943 to Captain James Hunter Andrew Mackie, MBE, 
Master and also MBE to James Nuttall, Esq., Third Engineer Officer. 


Citation: The ship, sailing alone, was torpedoed in darkness. She sustained 
heavy damage and two boats were wrecked. When it was seen that there 
was no prospect of saving the vessel, abandonment was ordered. Although 
the ship sank in twelve minutes, two boats and four rafts were successfully 
launched and all but two of the crew boarded them. The survivors were 
rescued the following day. 


The Master acted with courage, coolness and resource throughout. It was 
due to his excellent organisation and leadership that in the difficult and 
dangerous circumstances the ship was successfully abandoned.

The Third Engineer Officer, although not on watch when the ship was hit, 
went below and, at great personal risk from escaping fumes, succeeded in 
stopping the engines. This materially assisted the successful launching of the 
boats and rafts. In order to stop the engines Mr.Nuttall had to obtain suitable 
tools from the refrigerator space while the ship was sinking. He completed 
his task and reached the deck just in time to jump clear as the ship sank. 


Lloyd's Medal: Lloyd's List & Shipping Gazette, Friday 1/1/1943. 


Citation: While engaged in a vital operation the ship was exposed to the 
dangers of air, surface and submarine attack. During the last four days she 
battled against a number of determined air attacks, and on the last day she 
was torpedoed by an enemy E-boat.

James Hunter Andrew Mackie was born at Glasgow, Lanarkshire, Scotland 
in 1896. During WWII he was a maritime officer with the Blue Star Line of 
merchant ships. At the start of the war he had a narrow escape when he was 
transferred from the Doric Star before she left on a return trip to Auckland, 
Sydney and Table Bay to transport meat and dairy products. Unfortunately, 
on 2 December 1939, she encountered the German pocket battleship Admiral 
Graf Spee south of St Helena and was sunk. 


He was not to be so lucky when serving as Chief Officer on the Sydney Star, 
part of the Malta Convoy in 1941. There were 600 troops on board and a 
cargo of essential materials to relieve the siege on the island of Malta when 
the ship was torpedoed by a German E-boat in the Mediterranean Sea on 
24 July. The troops were transferred to a destroyer and the captain, taking 
the last chance for the ship and her valuable cargo, sent her full steam 
ahead to berth in Malta ahead of the convoy, severely damaged, but with 
the vital cargo intact. 


Then again, Captain Mackie was ship's master of the Celtic Star which was 
torpedoed and sunk on 29 March 1943 by the Italian submarine Guiseppe 
Finzi south west of Freetown, Sierra Leone. The ship was hit fore and aft 
by two torpedoes and went down in twelve minutes. Captain Mackie and 
the Chief Radio Officer stayed with the ship until 40 seconds before she 
was submerged until they knew their SOS message had reached Admiralty. 


On 26 September 1945 Captain and Mrs Mackie left England on Australia 
Star. He and his wife left the ship in Cairns before heading to Sydney where 
they were to take up residency with Captain Mackie appointed Marine 
Superintendent for Australia of the Blue Star Line.

William 'Bill' O'Neil was born in 1912 and raised on the family sheep station 
on the northwest plains of NSW. He was home educated until age nine and 
then studied in The NSW Correspondence School. Later he attended De La 
Salle College at Armidale where he passed his Leaving Certificate and was 
awarded a Teacher's College Scholarship to the University of Sydney. At 
university he was awarded the Lithgow Scholarship and the Frank Albert 
Prize in Psychology before graduating in 1933 as Bachelor of Arts with first 
class honours and the University Medal for Psychology. He completed his 
Diploma of Education winning the Burfit Prize but did not qualify for his 
Teacher's Certificate. However, he did undertake research for a Master of 
Arts at the university and qualified with first class honours and again was 
awarded the University Medal for Psychology in 1935. 


Between 1936-1940 he was Psychologist-in-Charge of The Vocational 
Guidance Section in the NSW Department of Labour and Industry and then 
moved to Sydney Technical College as Vocational and Research Officer. Then 
in 1945 Professor O'Neil applied for and was appointed to the McCaughey 
Chair of Psychology. Bill O'Neil was a leading figure in the development 
of academic and professional psychology in Australia and a respected 
administrator. He was appointed Deputy Vice Chancellor of the University 
of Sydney in 1965. In 1969 the Australian Psychological Society made him 
an Honorary Fellow and in 1970 he was recognised by the university with 
an Honorary D.Litt. After retiring in 1977 he continued his interests in 
psychology and the history of astronomy. Then on 6 June 1978 the Australian 
Government recognised his service to education and learning by appointing 
him as an Officer of the Order of Australia. 


Bill O'Neil wrote about various conceptual issues and his books include An 
Introduction to Method in Psychology (1957), The Beginnings of Modern 
Psychology (1968, 2nd ed. 1982), Fact and Theory: An Aspect of the 
Philosophy of Science (1969), Time and Calendars (1975), Early astronomy 
from Babylonia to Copernicus (1986), and A Century of Psychology in 
Australia (1987). Bill was also prominent in various societies involved in 
the area of psychology including serving as the second Chairman of the 
Australian Research Grants Committee and also Chairman of the Social 
Sciences Research Council during 1964-66. 


Emeritus Professor William Mathew O'Neil, an Honorary Fellow of the 
Academy of Social Sciences and regarded as one of the foremost psychologists 
that Australia has produced, died at his Sydney home on 1 June 1991.

Constantine William Cowley was born in New South Wales, Australia on 1 
May 1793, the same year that Andrew Douglas White (23 September 1793), 
the son of Surgeon General White was born, also in New South Wales. Both 
went on to become Military Officers, White serving with the Royal Engineers 
in the Peninsular Wars and Cowley with the British Forces in India. Both had 
mothers who were convicts, and like White, Cowley rose to officer status. 
His father was a prominent surgeon, his mother a convict, and his name an 
alias (not so with White). Let us examine the players in this story. 


His father, Dennis Considen was born in Ireland and sailed with the First 
Fleet as surgeon on the Scarborough. After landing at Sydney Cove, Considen, 
like the principal surgeon, John White, studied the natural history of the 
surrounding area and put to good use his discoveries by using the products of 
the indigenous plants to alleviate dysentery, scurvy and other diseases which 
plagued the early settlement. In November 1788 he proclaimed himself to Sir 
Joseph Banks as the colony's pharmaceutical pioneer, although these claims 
were disputed by others, Considen is at least credited with the discovery of 
eucalyptus oil for medicinal purposes. In November 1791, after a period of 
working on Norfolk Island with D'Arcy Wentworth, Considen was relieved 
by William Balmain. During his time in Australia, Dennis Considen was also 
legal guardian to the children of Balmain, an assistant surgeon on the First 
Fleet and the successor to principal surgeon John White. Dennis returned 
to Sydney where he continued his clandestine relationship with a convict 
woman, Ann Green (nee Cowley). Between 1790 and 1791 Ann was to have a 
baby girl, Constance Cowley, and records indicate that Dennis Considen was 
the father but they also indicate that the baby was born at Norfolk Island. 
Was Ann working there as an indentured servant to Considen? 


What of Ann Green? She was born in England in about 1759 to a working 
class family and as a new mother whose husband died just three months 
before her child was born and with no money, she turned to crime to support 
herself and infant child. She attempted to steal a quantity of China so she 
could sell it and get some money but was caught by the shop owner and his 
wife and escorted to the police station. Ann Green was charged and tried for 
Theft - Grand Larceny 13 December 1786. The case was tried and although 
Ann, and even the Prosecutor, pleaded for the court to show her mercy, she 
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was sentenced to Transportation for Seven Years. Ann and her newborn were 
on the First Fleet convict ship Lady Penryn that left Portsmouth on 13 May 
1787. Unfortunately her new baby, William, died before the ship sailed and 
during the voyage the grieving Ann formed a relationship with the ship's 
captain, William Sever. The product of their union was a daughter born on 
9 November 1788 and baptised Letitia Green. 


Ann had married William Bladdy (also recorded as Bledy and Blady), 
another convict, on 31 March 1793, however her relationship with Dennis 
Considen resulted in another pregnancy and a son, Constantine, was born 
at the tented hospital in Sydney Cove on 1 May 1793. How she hid this 
from her new husband, is unknown. Or did he know she was pregnant when 
they married and didn't care? The potential scandal for Dennis would do 
irreparable damage to his career but he did the honourable thing and did 
not desert his son. Rather, he referred to him in correspondence with his 
peers as his nephew. When his health declined, Dennis returned to Ireland 
on the Kitty departing the colony in June 1793. He made arrangements with 
Ann, probably of a monetary nature, and she agreed to allow Constantine 
to accompany his father to Ireland and no doubt a better life. It is unknown 
what became of Constance Cowley when Dennis left New South Wales. 
Once in Ireland, Dennis re-registered his son's birth to avoid the stigma of 
a convict mother in Sydney and recorded Ann's maiden name of Cowley as 
his son's last surname. Dennis then raised Constantine as his son but under 
the guise of being his uncle. 


Considen put his botanical studies in New South Wales to good use when he 
wrote a thesis titled De Tetano and on 24 June 1804 he graduated from the 
University of Edinburgh as a doctor of medicine. He then went to London 
trying to decide where to practise but soon moved to County Clare in Ireland. 
However it was not meant to be because he was called to Cork to join an 
expedition bound for the Cape. Even from afar his interest in the fledgling 
colony and its indigenous plants was keen and he may well have returned but 
his request for a grant of land was refused by Governor King. He maintained 
contact with his friends there, Thomas Arndell, George Johnston and D'Arcy 
Wentworth but declared astonishment at the conduct of the last two when 
Governor William Bligh was overthrown. On 6 January 1812 he was 
admitted a licentiate of the College of Physicians. He died on 29 December 
1815. His name will forever be remembered because in 1904 the government 
botanist at the time, Joseph Maiden, dedicated 'eucalyptus consideniana' in 
his memory in recognition of his pioneer work with eucalyptus oil. 


Meanwhile Constantine received a first rate education at Newington and 
an upbringing free from any links to his convict mother. In 1812 he applied 
to be an Ensign in the Honourable East India Company with the support of 
his father's recommendation. On his application, Constantine listed Dennis 
Considen as his next-of-kin and his 'uncle's' occupation as Physician to the 
Forces. His application was accepted and on 30 September 1814 he began 
a lifetime in India, first as part of the 1/17th Bengal Native Infantry and 
after service with the Mirzapur Local Battalion he transferred to the 2/17th 
Bengal NI. 


As an officer, Constantine flourished and was promoted to Lieutenant in 
March 1818. He served at the siege and capture of Bhurtpore and was 
Adjutant of the 35th Bengal NI (late 2/17th). He was promoted to Captain 
in November 1827 and served with the 35th Bengal NI during the first 
Afghan War at the capture of Ghuznee in 1839, for which he was awarded 
the medal being offered here. In 1831 he married Katherine Meiselbach in 
India. She was the daughter of Colonel Johan Frederick Meiselbach of the 
Dutch East India Company and whose father was the Dutch explorer of the 
same name who was involved in Dutch expeditions in the 1760s to the west 
coast of New Holland (previous name for Australia). 


What became of Constantine's convict mother? She already had two 
daughters when Constantine was born, Letitia Green born in 1788 and 
Constance Cowley, also fathered by Dennis Considen, born between 1790 
and 1791 on Norfolk Island, and she then had two more children, a daughter 
Jane born on 7 January 1795 and a son, Thomas born on 24 April 1797. 
Ann had been granted 50 acres of land at Mulgrave Place in 1797 and her 
husband William Bladdy received a grant in 1802 and by 1820 the family 
held 70 acres on the Hawksbury River. In 1812 Ann Bladdy was recorded as 
housekeeper at Government House, Windsor. She died in 1820 at age 67. 


One of Constantine's half-sisters, Letitia, married in 1804 at the age of 16 to 
a Hawksbury settler named Roger Twyfield who was 38 at the time. Letitia 
may well have been the first colonial born girl to marry in the colony. She 
died in 1827. Constantine's other half sister, Jane, married Richard Ballard, 
second officer on Hunter and in 1813 they had a daughter, Jane Ann, and 
the details of his sister, Constance Cowley, are unknown. The history of his 
half brother Thomas is also unknown. One source in Ireland indicated that 
Constantine Cowley did attempt to find his mother and half sister, Letitia, in 
the 1820s however it was a failure, probably because his mother had already 
died and due to Australia's remote location. 


It is also probably no coincidence that the children fathered by Dennis 
Considen were named Constance and Constantine, both starting with 
Cons.

In 1900 Nurse Mabel Steel A.N.S.R. (Australian Nursing Service Reserve) 
of the Benevolent Asylum was selected to go to South Africa. Miss Steel 
was from Tasmania, and trained at Sydney Hospital. Nursing Sister Steel 
was one of only fourteen nurses that accompanied the second Australian 
military contingent to South Africa in the Moravian that departed Sydney 
on 17 January 1900. Upon arrival, the Moravian unit was to proceed by 
sea to East London and thence to Sterkstroom and hand over to General 
Gatacre. As this unit was most urgently needed, the Moravian was turned 
around within a few hours of arriving at Cape Town and left for East 
London with all but two Army Medical Corps officers. From the composite 
Half-Bearer Company and Field Hospital units, two officers and twelve 
NCOs and men were detailed for special temporary duty at the stationary 
100-bedded Field Hospital. 


Lt Col Kelly was in command, Miss Gould, Lady Superintendent Army 
Nursing Service Reserve and three nursing sisters (NSW) were posted to 
this hospital. Four (NSW) nursing sisters were detailed for duty at the 
Base Hospital, East London and six nursing sisters went to the General 
Hospital, Wynberg. In a newspaper report, Principal Medical Officer Col 
Sommerville-Large RAMC at No.6 General Hospital, Johannesburg situated 
in the grounds of the Wanderer's Cricket Club stated that the Australian 
trained nurses including Mabel Steel were the most carefully trained nurses 
he had under his command. It was reported by The Examiner newspaper 
that Miss Mabel Steel of Falmouth, who had seen considerable service in 
South Africa as a nurse had returned to Tasmania in late October 1902. She 
returned with one of the New Zealand Contingents and after visiting Sydney 
where she had been living for several years, she went to Launceston en route 
to the home of her father, Mr John Steel of Falmouth. 


There were only 14 Nurses (Women) in all the Military Contingents sent 
from NSW.

Sir Percy Claude Spender, KCVO, KBE, QC, (5 October 1897 - 3 May 
1985), was an Australian politician, diplomat and jurist. He was born in 
Sydney, educated at Fort Street High School and later graduated in Law 
from the University of Sydney. He joined the Commonwealth Public Service 
in 1915, was admitted to the New South Wales Bar in 1923 and made a 


King's Counsel in 1935. 


Spender was elected to the House of Representatives in 1937 as an 
Independent member for Warringah but soon after the election, he joined 
the government party, the United Australia Party, and although he held the 
seat until his resignation from federal politics in 1951, from 1944 he was a 


member of the Liberal Party. 


Spender held a number of ministries in Robert Menzies' wartime government. 
He was Minister without portfolio assisting the Treasurer from April- 
November 1939, Vice-President of the Executive Council from January- 
March 1940, Treasurer until October 1940 and then Minister for the Army 
until the fall of Arthur Fadden's government in October 1941. He was also 
a member of the Economic Cabinet (1939-1940), War Cabinet (1939-1941) 


and the Advisory War Council (1940-1945). 


Upon Menzies' return to power in 1949, Spender was made Minister for 
External Affairs (19 December 1949 - 26 April 1951) and Minister for 
External Territories. His greatest influence on Australian politics occurred 
during this period. He led Australian delegations to the British Commonwealth 
Conference in Colombo, Ceylon and to the Fifth Session of the United 


Nations General Assembly (of which he was the Vice-President). 


At the conference in Colombo, he was instrumental in the development of 
the Colombo Plan (which had originally been known as the Spender Plan). 
He also played a large part in the signing of the ANZUS Pact and the San 
Francisco Peace Treaty (this was a Peace Treaty with Japan signed by 48 


countries at San Francisco in 1951). 


After leaving politics, Spender was appointed Australia's Ambassador to 
the United States (1951-58). He was the first Australian appointed to the 
International Court of Justice in The Hague (1958-1964) and was the Court's 


President 1964-67. He died in May 1985, aged 87. 


Percy Spender was knighted in 1952 as a Knight Commander of the British 
Empire (KBE) and in 1957 was appointed a Knight Commander of the Royal 
Victorian Order (KCVO). In 1976 he was conferred a knighthood by the 
Italian Republic, namely the Order of Merit, that country's highest award. 
He also received ten honorary doctorates; however, a personal rift with Sir 
Robert Menzies prevented him from receiving the honour which he most 


desired, appointment to the Privy Council.

Cross): LG 20/8/1918, p9700, to Lieutenant Arthur Gerald Bagot, D.S.C., 
R.N.V.R. (In 1971 the UK Government made a decision, approved by The 
Queen, that surviving holders of the Albert Medal and Edward Medal would 
be required to exchange their awards for the George Cross - by then more 
widely recognised than its predecessors as an award for gallantry second only 
to the Victoria Cross, if not equivalent to it. Normally the surrendered medal 
was to remain in safe custody with the Home Office, on behalf of the Crown, 
but arrangements were possible whereby it could be presented, on behalf of 
the person to whom it was awarded, to a museum or other suitable body of 
his choice if he specifically requested this to be done. Mr Bagot requested 
that his Albert Medal should be presented to Geelong Grammar School, and 
the Home Secretary accordingly presented it to the school on his behalf and 
it now has an honoured place in the School Archives as Arthur Bagot is the 
most highly decorated Old Boy of the School.) 


Citation: On the 12th April 1918, an explosion took place in the engine- 
room of H.M. Motor Launch 356, and the forward tanks burst into flames. 
The officer and some of the crew were blown overboard by the explosion, 
and the remainder were quickly driven aft by the flames, and were taken 
off in a skiff. By this time the flames were issuing from the cabin hatch aft, 
and there was much petrol burning on the surface of the water. It was then 
realised by the crews of adjacent vessels that the aft petrol tanks and the 
depth charge were being attacked by the fire, and might explode at any 
moment. At the moment when others were running away, Lieutenant Hoare 
and Sub-Lieutenant Bagot jumped into their dinghy, rowed to the wreck, got 
on board, and removed the depth charge, thereby preventing an explosion 
which might have caused serious loss of life amongst the crowd of English 
and French sailors on the quay.

The O.C. of the 
Company he was with was severely wounded and he himself much shaken 
by a shell in "No Mans Land" he went on however and reached the final 
objective. He then found that all the Officers except one in the Right Company 
were casualties and the enemy had commenced a counter attack on the Right 
Flank. With great determination and ability he assisted in re-organizing the 
Infantry and by his initiative and promptness the situation was restored 
and touch completed with the Infantry on the Left. He was instrumental 
from the moment of consolidation in getting valuable information back 
to his Headquarters both by Runner and Pigeons and throughout the day 
did valuable work in directing the supporting artillery fire and inspiring 
the Infantry with confidence. At about 8.45p.m. when the enemy counter- 
attacked under a heavy barrage he again got information as to the position 
through promptly and was again of great value in assisting to organize the 
Infantry defence and keep touch between the various infantry Officers who 
were heavily engaged.

Recommendation by M.Austin CO 1RAR: During the period 1st July 1952 
to 31st December 1952 Lieutenant Burke has commanded over 20 fighting 
patrols. On 13/14 August 1952 he led his Platoon on a raid to GRAVE 
SPUR (CT134177). Two days later he commanded a similar raid to the same 
place. On both occasions he showed great audacity and determination in 
carrying out his task and maintained good control of his patrols through 
minefields which weren't accurately recorded. His actions were planned and 
rehearsed with the thoroughness characteristic of him, and carried out with 
aggressive determination. 


During the course of a daylight patrol against the enemy at SANJOM-NI on 
28 August 1952 Lieutenant Burke dispersed his men to covered positions, 
and then, under heavy and accurate fire, in full view of the enemy, went to 
the assistance of the wounded man. Regardless of personal danger from 
mortar bombs falling within a radius of 20 yards, this officer rendered first 
aid in the open. Twice he was forced to take cover but with complete courage 
he twice went back to complete first aid and assist the casualty. Realizing it 
would be fatal to drag or move the wounded man into a stretcher Lieutenant 
Burke remained for a further considerable time, still under fire, until the 
casualty could be moved under cover of smoke. This officer's quick action 
in dispersing his men kept casualties to a minimum, and his great personal 
courage in attending the casualty earned him the highest respect of his men. 
For his coolness, quick thinking and offensive spirit against the enemy it is 
recommended that this officer be Mentioned in Despatches.

Major Andrews, a medical doctor who was nearly 40 when he joined the 
second AIF in 1941 was appointed as a Major and posted to 10 Aust Gen 
Hosp. This unit was posted to Malaya in that year and subsequently most 
were captured during the Japanese invasion of Malaya and fall of Singapore. 
At the time, the Japanese had nearly 250,000 native labourers known as 
‘coolies' working on the Burma-Thailand Railway as well as 60,000 allied 
POWs. Many were dying of disease so the Japanese decided to send medical 
teams to Thailand and Burma. To this end they formed two forces known 
as K Force and L Force. In August 1943 Major Andrews went to Thailand 
as Senior Australian Medical Officer with L Force comprising of 42 British 
and 73 Australians including 15 medical officers. The senior officer was Lt 
Col H.C.B.Bebson RAMC. L Force and K Force, a similar but larger medical 
unit already sent in June 1943, were supposedly going to well equipped 
hospitals, however this was a misnomer. Some did go to hospital camps but 
most were dispatched as small medical teams amongst the 'coolies'. These 
teams were usually one medical officer, two medical orderlies, a cook and 
a carpenter. 


During War Trials of Japanese officers following WWII, a sworn affidavit 
by Major Andrews re treatment of coolies and POWs at Nakon Nyok and 
Nikke in Thailand was used as evidence.

The above medal group is the holder's full entitlement, even though there 
is no War Medal 1939-45. The group is an unique trio to a Danish-born 
Australian. Karen Christiansen was born in Denmark but was living in 
Australia when she enlisted in the Australian Army Medical Women's Service 
(service no.V506103) on 25 January 1943. Subsequently, on 6 April 1943 
she received her Australian Citizenship and on 17 April she joined the 2nd 
AIF (service no. VFX126287). 


After applying for her WWII service medals in 1947, Karen Christiansen 
received a letter from the Adjutant-General, Military Board, Australian 
Military Forces as follows, 


Unique Award to Danish-Born Australian Nurse 


'It is notified for your information in connection with the institution by 
the King of Denmark, of "King Christian the Tenth's Memorial Medal for 
Participation in the War 1940-45" that, following the practice observed by 
the Government of the United Kingdom, Danish Nationals serving in the 
Australian Forces will be eligible to receive the Danish Medal, or the British 
War Medal, but not both, in addition to any other British Campaign Stars 
or the Defence Medal, for which they have qualified. 


It is understood that the Danish Consul General has been in touch with you 
in regard to this matter and it would be appreciated if you would advise 
this office as to whether you have elected to receive the Danish Medal or 
the British War Medal, by completing the proforma enclosed herewith, and 
returning same to this office.' 
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She replied stating that she was applying for the Australian Service Medal and 
forfeiting her right to the British War Medal. However she did not receive any 
further correspondence and then in 1954 she applied again for her medals. She 
was finally issued with her Australian medals on 23 February 1954 and the 
Danish medal was issued to Central Army Records on 30 November 1954 for 
issuing to her. The Secretariat of the Royal Orders (Denmark) confirmed her 
entitlement to the award and also that she was the only Australian recipient 
of this medal on record and was one of the last persons to receive it, being 
issued so long after it was announced. 
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There were only 905 of these Danish medals awarded and only one known 
to an Australian.

Henry George Chauvel was born at Tabulam, NSW, on 16 April 1865, 
his father being a grazier with a very large station of 96,000 acres running 
12,000 head of cattle and 320 horses. From a young age he was known 
as Harry. He was educated at Mr Belcher's School near Goulburn, then 
at Sydney Grammar School from 1874-1880 where he served as a Lance 
Corporal with the cadet unit and Toowoomba Grammar School from 1881- 
1882. In 1886 he was commissioned as a Second Lieutenant in the Upper 
Clarence Light Horse, one of two units of cavalry that his father was given 
permission to form. 
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After suffering the effects of a series of severe droughts, in 1888 Harry's 
father sold the station and purchased a small farm of 12,000 acres at Canning 
Downs on the Darling Downs in Queensland. In 1889 Harry resigned his 
commission in the NSW Military Forces and embarked on a tour of Europe. 
On 9 January 1890 he was commissioned, once again as a Second Lieutenant, 
in the Queensland Mounted Infantry and in June 1890 was promoted to 
Lieutenant. In March 1891 his unit was called upon during the Australian 
shearers' strike. In 1896 he became a full-time regular officer with the 
Queensland Military Forces and was part of the Queensland Contingent to 
the 1897 Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria in the UK. 


During the Boer War, Harry commanded a company of the Queensland 
Mounted Infantry with distinction. He was given a mixed nationality 
group of mounted troops and this became known as Chauvel's Mounted 
Infantry. For his services he was appointed a Companion of the Order of 
St Michael and St George (CMG) and mentioned in Despatches. By the 
time he had returned to Australia, now the Commonwealth of Australia 
after federation, he was an officer in the Australian Army. In 1902 he was 
appointed Lieutenant Colonel to command the 7th Commonwealth Light 
Horse raised for service in South Africa. Before the unit arrived in South 
Africa the war had finished. The unit returned home to be disbanded but 
Chauvel remained in South Africa to tour the battlefields. On his return he 
was appointed Staff Officer, Northern Military District. For the next several 
years he was moved to postings in various states mostly to implement various 
training aspects of the Army. 


In 1913 he was promoted to Colonel and became the Australian representative 
on the Imperial General Staff in the UK. However, while he was en route to 
England, war broke out. Colonel Chauvel arranged for the AIF to be diverted 
to Egypt where in December of 1914 he joined his new command, the 1st 
Light Horse Brigade. In May 1915 he was sent to Gallipoli where he assumed 
responsibility for some of the dangerous areas of the campaign including 
Courtney's Post, Pope's Hill, Quinn's Post and Steele's Post from Colonel 
Monash. In November 1915 he assumed command of the 1st Division and 
then in March 1916 he was appointed commander of the Anzac Mounted 
Division. In 1917 this division achieved great victories in the Battle of Romani 
in August, the Battle of Magdhaba in December, and nearly won victory in 
the First Battle of Gaza in March 1917. 


In April 1917, now Lt General Chauvel, he became the first Australian to 
control a Corps in WWI when he took control of the Desert Mounted Corps 
and in October he was responsible for the famous Charge at Beersheeba 
where his light horsemen captured the town and its vital water supply in 
one of the last great cavalry charges in history. His troops then launched a 
surprise attack on the enemy to win the Battle of Megiddo. 


In 1919 Lt General Chauvel was honoured with the appointment to the 
Army's most senior post, Inspector General. In 1923 he also held concurrently 
the position of Chief of the General Staff. In 1929 he was appointed 
Australia's first full General and retired in 1930. In WWII he was recalled 
to duty as Inspector in Chief of the Volunteer Defence Corps. General Sir 
Henry George Chauvel GCMG, KCB died on 4 March 1945 and was given 
a State funeral at St Paul's Cathedral in Melbourne and later cremated at 
Springvale Crematorium with an important contingent of dignitaries and 
high ranking military personnel in attendance.

In early August 1791 two newly commissioned ships, HMS Providence and 
HMS Assistant, departed England on an expedition under Captain William 
Bligh to collect breadfruit specimens from Tahiti and transport them to the 
West Indies. Bligh's previous breadfruit voyage was disrupted by the infamous 
Mutiny on the Bounty incident. 


One of the Midshipmen on board the Providence was William Hinde and 
another was Matthew Flinders. 


During the voyage the ships arrived at Adventure Bay, Tasmania on 9 
February 1792 where Christopher Smith and James Wiles, the voyage 
botanists, collected plants and specimens as well as sowing seeds and planting 
trees on Bruny Island and Penguin Island. The ships then sailed to New 
Zealand and thence on to Tahiti (Otaheite) where they arrived on 9 April 
1792. They remained there for three months gathering on board about 2,000 
plants, many of which were bread-fruit. On 19 July 1792 the expedition set 
sail for the West Indies stopping at various islands on the way including St 
Vincent and St Helena before arriving at Port Royal, Jamaica on 5 February 
1793. A large number of plants did not survive the voyage but overall the 
expedition was a success with the surviving plant specimens being planted 
at Jamaica, St Vincent and St Helena. 


In the journal of Lt George Tobin on board the Providence he records in May 
of 1793, Jamaica (p302), 'a very promising young gentleman by the name 
of Hind (sic) fell a martyr to the yellow fever in a few days.' 


Nothing is known about M.Smith of Ludgate Hill. Is this person perhaps 
related to the ship's botanist, Christopher Smith?

As was sometimes done on Masonic medals and messages, in keeping with the 
organisation's secrecy, the text on the medal is written as a cryptograph. In 
this case the message is based on a sliding scale where the alphabet moves one 
letter to the right, for example GOD encrypts as HPE i.e. G(H)O(P)D(E). 


The meaning of the letters HGLA is unknown. Possibly the order should be 
read as HAGL and the meaning is Hiram Abiff Grand Lodge. Hiram Abiff 
was the principal architect of King Solomon's temple and he was killed in 
the temple by three ruffians when he refused to disclose Master Masons' 
secret passwords. This story forms a part of a candidates initiation into the 
Third Degree of Freemasonry or induction as a Master Mason. 


Vendor states this item is of Australian origin c1790s. There were no Masonic 
lodges formed in Australia until 1820 so this item was possibly made by a 
British soldier, sailor or even a convict who had arrived in the new colony 
and was a member of a lodge in England, Scotland or Ireland. 


It is of interest to note that the images of a moon, sun and stars was also a 
feature of the Charlotte Medal made by a convict on the First Fleet when it 
arrived at Botany Bay in 1788.

Alfred Ronalds (1802-1860) born in London, immigrated to Australia arriving in Williamstown, Victoria, February 1849 with his six children. He proceeded to 
Geelong and within a short time set up his business and placed advertisements in the 'Geelong Advertiser’, his first entry being 'Alfred Ronalds, Draughtsman, 
Engraver and Copper Plate Printer’. He brought with him from England the equipment he needed for this business venture. 


On 11 November 1850 the vessel 'Lysander' brought news to the residents of Port Phillip that they had been granted separation from New South Wales. The 
Separation Act had been passed by British Parliament on 1 August and received Royal Assent on 5 August. From the 1 July 1851 the Port Phillip District was 
to become the separate Colony of Victoria. Ronalds was inspired by this news so he decided to produce a medal as an everlasting memento of the birth of 
this new Colony. It was purely a private commercial venture without official sponsorship. The simple but effective drop hammer process must have been used 
to strike the medals as there was no coining press in Australia, much less in Geelong. The number struck is not known, however the great rarity of this piece 
would indicate it would have been minimal. This was Alfred Ronalds' first and only medal production. 


The first medal struck in Australasia and extremely rare with the only other recorded sale in the last seventy one years being the Jewell/Chapman example.

William Vial & Co had a coach building company that operated out of 
premises at 259, 261 Castlereagh Street, Sydney with a factory at Paddington, 
Sydney, NSW. Their specialised work covered such aspects of coach building 
as bodymaking, blacksmithing, wheelwrighting, trimming and painting to the 
highest and yet affordable standards. They were endorsed by appointment to 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, Sir Hercules Robinson, K.C.M.G., and the 
previous Governors of New South Wales. Mr Vial obtained some notoriety 
for himself and no doubt his business during the visit to Sydney of the Duke 
of Edinburgh, Prince Alfred. On 12 March 1868 an attempt was made on 
the Prince's life while he was attending a luncheon at Clontarf but it was 
quickly thwarted by Mr Vial who according to a newspaper report, 'sprang 
upon the dastardly assailant, pinioning his arms to his side.' 


Later, a meeting of coachmakers was assembled and to show their admiration 
for his bravery agreed that a testimonial should be presented to Mr Vial 
as an expression of their approval of the bravery he displayed and that all 
the coachmakers in the colony be requested to subscribe thereto. On 24 
March 1868 Mr Vial was also presented with a gold medal of thanks from 
the Sydney Volunteer Fire Brigade, of which Mr Vial was a member, for his 
noble conduct in saving from death H.R.H. Prince Alfred. 
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Mr Vial died in 1877 but the business continued under the management of 
his son, William. Obviously he continued to maintain the company's high 
standards because at the 1879 Sydney International Exhibition the company 
received a 'Commended' award for its Landaus, a 'Highly Commended' for 
its Victorias and a 'First Degree of Merit Special' for a Florentine Phaeton.

Sir John Lawrence McKelvey, was born at Ravenswood, Queensland on 
9 February 1881. He was educated at Townsville Grammar School. He 
graduated at the University of Sydney (M.B. in 1905 and Ch.M in 1911) 
and was resident medical officer at Royal Prince Alfred Hospital, Sydney in 
1905 and acting medical superintendent the following year. 


Sir John held many prominent positions including medical superintendent at 
(Royal) Melbourne Hospital in 1908, honorary assistant surgeon at Royal 
Prince Alfred Hospital from 1911 and at St Vincent's Hospital in 1913. He 
was also a consultant at South Sydney Women's Hospital and Canterbury 
District Memorial Hospital. He was a foundation fellow of the Royal 
Australasian College of Surgeons in 1927, a council member in 1937 and 
vice-president in 1939. He also served on the NSW post graduate committee 
in medicine and the advisory council of Prince Henry Hospital and was a 
fellow of St John's College. John Lawrence McKelvey was knighted on 2 
January 1933 for services to surgery. 


Away from work, he was a racehorse owner and was elected to the first 
committee of the Australian Jockey Club in 1938. Sir John McKelvey died 
at his Potts Point home on 7 July 1939.

Professor T.P. Anderson Stuart MD, President of Prince Alfred Hospital was 
involved in events during the Sydney Royal Visit as he was a member of the 
Executive Committee to celebrate the Consummation of the Commonwealth 
by the Opening of the First Federal Parliament to be held in the Royal 
Agricultural Grounds in May 1901. Also as Chairman of Directors of Prince 
Alfred Hospital he welcomed the Duke at the hospital on the morning of the 
31st May before delivering a long address outlining the hospital's history 
since it opened in 1883. The Duke then laid the foundation stone of the new 
Queen Victoria Memorial Pavilion. Chiselled on the corner stone of the new 
pavilion was the following inscription, 'This memorial stone of these Victoria 
memorial pavilions was placed by H.R.H. the Duke of Cornwall and York 
on May 31, 1901. Anderson Stuart, M.D., LL.D, chairman of directors.' 


Also on 31 May 1901, the Citizen's Royal Reception Committee organised 
a state concert at Sydney Town Hall. The concert featured the Amateur 
Orchestral Society playing the overture to 'Tannhauser' while the Liedertafel 
and Philharmonic Societies chose popular works with the vocalists being 
Antoinette Trebelli-Delores from London and Madame Belle Cole and Philip 
Newbury both from America and as well, Mr Joseph Massey gave an organ 
recital before arrival of the Royal guests. 


Sir Thomas Peter Anderson Stuart (1856-1920), professor of physiology and 
medical administrator, was born on 20 June 1856 at Dumfries, Scotland 
and was educated at Dumfries Academy until aged 14. Although he was 
apprenticed to a pharmacist and had passed his preliminary examinations at 
16, he was prevented by regulations from sitting for his finals until he reached 
the age of 21. In 1874 after passing the preliminary examinations for entry 
into medicine at the University of Edinburgh he spent a year in Wolfenbuttel, 
Germany, improving his French and German. He returned to university in 
late 1875 and during his course of studies he was awarded ten medals in 
various subjects, and topped his final year in 1880 with first-class honours 
and a gold medal. He then spent a year at Strassburg, studying biochemistry 
and pharmacology, studying the physiological properties of the salts of nickel 
and cobalt, work that he later wrote up as his doctoral thesis which won 
him another gold medal. Becoming chief demonstrator in 1881 to William 
Rutherford, professor of physiology at Edinburgh, in mid-1882 he accepted 
the chair of anatomy and physiology at the University of Sydney. 


Professor Anderson Stuart and his wife embarked on the ship Parramatta, 
arriving in Sydney in March 1883. He began work in what is now called 
the Old Geology Building and it was through his agitation and perseverance 
that the university senate approached the government for funds for a better 
building and in June 1884 the university agreed to build a permanent medical 
school with plans drawn up by James Barnet, the government architect. 
These were approved in November and construction began and although 
greater than originally planned, in April 1889 it was substantially complete, 
but interior fitting out continued until 1892. Today, this structure forming 
the south range of the old medical school, as it now stands, is a masterpiece 
of Victorian Gothic Revival. 


The years 1883-1912 were ones of extraordinary activity for Anderson Stuart, 
Dean of Medicine and Fellow of the Senate at the university (1883-1920) 
and the undergraduate enrolment in medicine rose and staff also increased 
substantially. Anderson Stuart, known to the undergraduates as 'Andy', 
was also an illuminating lecturer who went to great pains in preparing his 
blackboard diagrams and founded the Sydney University Medical Society to 
assist students. He even managed some modest research activity of his own on 
the structure of the eye and on the function of the epiglottis and larynx. 
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In 1901 he was appointed honorary secretary, soon chairman, of (Royal) 
Prince Alfred Hospital. From this time Anderson Stuart's attention was 
focused on the development of the hospital and he devoted himself to a 
massive building programme. In addition to his university posts, from 1893 
to 1896 he was Medical Advisor to the government, Emigration Officer for 
Port Jackson and President of the Board of Health and after his presidency 
he remained a member of the board until his death. He was also at various 
times president of such community organisations as the Highland Society, 
the Royal and (Royal) Zoological Societies of New South Wales, the Civil 
Ambulance and Transport Brigade, the British Seaman's Guild and the 
local branch of the British Immigration League of Australia and a founding 
executive member of the State Division of the British Red Cross Society (1914) 
and Deputy Grand Master of United Grand Lodge of New South Wales. He 
belonged to the Union and Australian Clubs and was even a patron of the 
Double Bay Pastime Cricket Club. 


At university he was primarily responsible for the establishment of the School 
of Dentistry in 1901 and in 1905 became the first president of the United 
Dental Hospital of Sydney, having overcome the opposition of American- 
trained dentists. Anderson Stuart was also to the fore in establishing the 
Department of Veterinary Science in 1909. 


Anderson Stuart's wife, from whom he was separated, died from an overdose 
of morphia at their home in 1886. Some years later, on 18 September 1894, 
he married 19-year-old Dorothy Primrose, a granddaughter of Bouviere 
Primrose who was an uncle of Lord Rosebery and the couple resided at 
Lincludin, a fine house in Fairfax Road, Double Bay. 


He received honorary doctorates from the universities of Edinburgh (LL.D., 
1900) and Durham (D.Sc., 1912), and was knighted in 1914. 


Although Sir Thomas destroyed his personal papers, on his death-bed he 
dictated lengthy biographical memoirs. Anderson Stuart died at his Double 
Bay home on 29 February 1920 and is buried in the Presbyterian section of 
South Head Cemetery. His wife and their four sons, two of whom became 
medical practitioners, survived him. 


The Victoria and Albert pavilions at R.P.A.H. and the old medical school 
building at the university are appropriate monuments to his greatness. Marble 
busts of Anderson Stuart by James White are held by R.P.A.H. and by the 
University of Sydney which also holds a fine portrait by John Longstaff. His 
name is also honoured by various details on the medical school building 
which was formally named after him in January 1960 with his family arms 
surmounting the eastern portal; his crest is on a gable on the north-west range 
and rendered in stained glass beside the south portal. He is also represented 
as a stone crow, sculptured by Tomaso Sani, high above the eastern portal, 
commemorating his student nickname of' Coracoid' (from the Latin word 
corax, meaning a crow), earned because of his prominent nose and somewhat 
priggish personality.

W.S.Murphy, elected in 1904, was the State member for Croydon 21.5.1904- 
18.5.1907 and 5.2.1908-27.4.1912. He was also editor of The Croydon 
Miner. Murphy was a key player in a parliamentary crisis for the government 
in May 1904. When the Third session of Parliament opened, an amendment 
on an Address-in-reply was defeated by only one vote, the government being 
saved by the vote of newly elected W.S. Murphy who had rushed overland by 
horse and coach to Cairns and then by ship to Brisbane to cast his vote after 
the government had carried out a prolonged 'stonewalling' debate awaiting 
for his arrival. G Essex Evans wrote a poem about the incident and compared 
Murphy to the Russian General Kuropatkin who was providing relief to 
besieged troops during the Russo-Japanese War which was in full force at 
the time.

Details of signatories to share certificate are as follows, 


Original stock holder: Michael Robinson was convicted of blackmail and 
sentenced to death in 1796 but was given a reprieve at the prosecutor's request 
and transported to New South Wales on the Barwell, arriving in May 1798. 
A lawyer, writer and poet, he was given special consideration on the voyage 
by taking his meals with the petty officers. A few weeks after arriving in 
Sydney he was granted a conditional pardon and began working in a legal 
capacity for the government for the registration of agreements. He engaged 
in corrupt conduct while issuing government licences and was charged and 
stripped of office however he was found to be indispensable so charges were 
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laid aside and he was reinstated. He had a chequered career, often getting 
into trouble, and was the first official writer of verse in Australia. He also 
held government positions as Deputy Provost Marshall and principal clerk 
in the Police Office. He was one of the original shareholders of the Bank 
of New South Wales. 


Transferee of stock: James Norton, a lawyer, arrived in New South Wales in 
September 1818 after serving as the captain's clerk in the Maria. There were 
only four solicitors practising in Sydney at the time so James established his 
own legal practice. He also received a large land grant at Mulgoa with a 
9.6km frontage to the Nepean River. His was the first legal firm in Sydney and 
he acted for the Crown in many important cases. When he arrived in Sydney 
he became an active member to form a savings bank and was a director of 
the Bank of Australia from 1826 until it failed in 1843. In 1824 he married 
Jane, daughter of Alexander McKenzie, cashier of the Bank of New South 
Wales. In 1834 he purchased Elswick, a 100-acre estate at Parramatta Road. 
The property, located in what is now Leichhardt, was bounded by Parramatta 
Road, Norton Street (named in honour of James Norton), Marion Street 
and Elswick Street. James and Jane had ten children, eight sons and two 
daughters. Jane died in 1840 at Elswick and in 1843 James married Marian 
Backhouse of England. They had five children, three sons and two daughters. 
James Norton died at his Elswick estate in 1862 and a few months later his 
wife returned to England. 
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Bank Director: D'Arcy Wentworth arrived in Australia as Asst Surgeon 
on the convict ship Neptune. He was made Superintendent of Convicts at 
Norfolk Island, Parramatta and Sydney. He played a significant role in the 
Rum Rebellion when he was suspended as Asst Surgeon on the Government 
staff by Governor William Bligh. His son was W.C.Wentworth, the famous 
explorer, journalist, politician and author. D'Arcy Wentworth was one of 
the original shareholders in the Bank of New South Wales when it was 
established in 1816. 


Bank Director: Thomas Wylde was the father of John Wylde, Deputy Judge 
Advocate of New South Wales. 


Bank Cashier: Francis Williams arrived in Sydney in 1806 but he did not have 
permission to enter the colony and although he had married merchant Simeon 
Lord's ward shortly after arrival, he was deported in 1807. He returned to 
Sydney legally in 1810 entering into partnership with his father-in-law. For 
the next several years he plied his trade as a merchant in Sydney and Van 
Diemen's Land. He was a friend of D'Arcy Wentworth so that is probably 
why he got the position of accountant with the Bank of New South Wales 
in February 1818 and in March was promoted to the senior position of 
cashier. Unfortunately Mr Williams was too keen to please customers and in 
so doing he tampered with records and money, not really gaining anything 
for himself other than the pleasure of his customers, and was charged with 
embezzlement and sacked. He was found guilty and convicted to fourteen 
years but was granted a ticket-of-leave in 1828. He died at 'Luskentyre', a 
property in the Hunter Valley, NSW in October 1831. 


Bank Secretary: Nicholas Bayly was appointed an ensign in the New South 
Wales Corps in 1797 and sailed as commander of the guard in the Barwell 
arriving in Sydney in 1798. He had a chequered military career and was 
described by John Macarthur as a violent oppositionist'. He was dismissed 
from office after the arrival of Governor Lachlan Macquarie. In 1820 he 
secured a job as cashier and secretary of the Bank of New South Wales. He 
died in May 1823.

The Bank of Australia was established on 8 June 1826 by John Macarthur 
and his business associates with capital raised by the issue of one thousand 
£100 shares. The bank commenced trading on 3 July 1826 but by December 
1826 was in financial trouble and when the banking crisis hit in the next 
year, it closed its doors on 2 March 1843.

The Bank of Australia was established by John Macarthur and business 
associates on 8th June 1826. After a healthy start the bank failed on 2nd 
March 1843. The liquidation of the Bank of Australia resulted in the 
remaining assets of the bank being disposed of by lottery. Plans for a second 
lottery in April, 1849 were objected to by the government and it did not 
take place. 


Samuel Lyons was convicted for theft in London and sentenced to 
transportation for life. After several escape attempts and 200 lashes for 
robbing the government store in Hobart he married a Roman Catholic 
woman, Mary Murphy, in 1822 and the following year returned to Sydney 
where he opened a store in Pitt Street. He finally settled down and in 1825 
established his auctioneering business. He subsequently received a conditional 
pardon in October 1831 and a full pardon on 15 May 1832 based on a 
recommendation from Governor Darling. His auctioneering business thrived 
and he became very wealthy and influential. He was also prominent in his 
community service being on many important committees. His wife died in 
1832 and he reverted to his Jewish faith but he never remarried. He died 
on 3 August 1851, aged 60. All his children were very comfortable and 
well-to-do thanks to his great success which enabled him to give them the 
best of educations.

Sir Ernest Cooper Riddle (1873-1939) was Governor of the Commonwealth 
Bank of Australia, then Australia's central bank, from 1927 to 1938. 


He was born in Narrabri, New South Wales. In 1889, aged 16, he joined the 
Narrabri Branch of the Bank of Australasia as a clerk. In 1915 Riddle joined 
the Commonwealth Bank and was appointed Manager, Perth Branch, where 
he remained until he transferred to Sydney as Acting Manager. In 1924, he 
was promoted to Inspector and was transferred to manage the Melbourne 
Branch of the bank. 


In 1925 Riddle was appointed Deputy Governor of the Commonwealth 
Bank and in 1927 became the bank's Governor, a position he held until 
his retirement. He was joint signatory on Australia's banknotes from 1927 
to 1938. 


Riddle resigned from the Commonwealth Bank on 28 February 1938 due 
to ill health. He died one year later on 28 February 1939.

ANS Numismatic Studies 18 "The Randazzo Hoard 1980 and Sicilian 
Chronology in the Early Fifth Century B.C." illustrates similar examples (see 
p.17-9, 48).

The A has been interpreted as either a denomination mark (four assaria) or, 
more likely, a date ie. a year four of the Actian era (28-27 B.C.). The ligate 
NK monogram has been generally accepted as a reference to Nero (Nerwn 
Kaioar). This is problematic considering that Thessalonica had abundant 
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coinages issued under Claudius and Nero, such that countermarking these 
quite older coins would be unlikely. Touratsoglou (p.105) follows Kraay's 
suggestion that the NK is an abbreviation for Nike, and was applied to the 
coins during celebrations of the city's 50th anniversary of its grant of liberty 
by the Romans. All but two of the known specimens of this countermark 
occur on the coins of this first issue of Thessalonica, and the wear on the 
countermarks is nearly identical to that of the coins, suggesting that the 
countermarks could not have been applied very long after the coins entered 
circulation.

Comments on Aes Rudes of Central Italy. 


"Tradition assigned the institution of the Roman coinage to the period of the 
kings Servius Tullus and Numa. Pliny quotes Timaeus of Tauromenium in an 
inconsistent and confused account of the establishment of Rome's coinage 
and called these lumps of irregular weighing bronzes without official stamp 
or mark of value as Aes Rude or Aes Infectum. 


Fifth century Rome did see the official valuation of bronze at equivalents 
of oxen and sheep, when in c. 450 the decemvirs codified the Roman Law 
in the famous 'Twelve Tablets' which recognized the bronze currency in use 
in central Italy (i.e., 1000 Asses = 1 ox, 100 Ibs of bronze = 1 ox, 10 Asses 
= 1 sheep, etc). 
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A system of barter with copper objects had long existed in Central Italy where 
copper was plentiful and valued while silver was rare and gold nonexistent. 
The Italic population had produced Aes Rude from very early times and they 
are often found in hoards of votive deposits to divinities of fountains and 
rivers from the first half of the 1st millennium B.C. down to the end of the 4th 
century B.C. often along with Aes Signatum as in the Vulci hoard of 1828 and 
the Castelfranco hoard in Emilia of 1897. Emilia has produced considerable 
finds of Aes Rude which possibly indicates some local production but they 
have also been found in Campania, Southern Italy and Sicily. 


Aes Rude weights are most irregular ranging from 8 g to over 300 g." 
The present specimen is a particularly large piece as most examples weigh 
around 25-35 g.

Dr Carr comments: "This is a fascinating and enigmatic coin produced 
from barbarous mixed dies. Clearly a struck piece in silver that, in theory, 
could not have been produced from the original dies as these dies are 4 years 
apart. The dies are of fine style. The original obverse, of course, is that from 
a coin of Cassius and is associated with the meeting of Cassius and Brutus 
at Smyrna. The original die was struck by Lentulus Spinther, the infamous 
assassin's lieutenant. The original reverse is thought to have been struck in 
46 B.C., to pay Caesar's troops after the battle of Thapsus - 6th April 46 
B.C. Sear suggests the Caesar pieces were struck at Utica, Africa. 


Hybrid coins with what at first glance may seem improbable combinations, 
are known to exist. Harlan Berk in his 134th Buy or Bid Sale lists a hybrid 
of Mark Antony and Augustus, struck from dies that are from types thought 
to be separated by some 20 years and from different mints. Again the silver 
is good and the strike appears to be genuine. If this Cassius/Caesar coin is 
an ancient forgery, then the fine style might suggest the coin was produced 
in Gaul or perhaps Northern Italy. It has also been suggested the piece might 
have been pre-Augustan or early in the time of Augustus when monetary 
supply was slightly problematic. 


To have a coin that is a mixture of a reference to Caesar and one of his 
assassins, is clearly a fascinating piece! There is also much emerging in the 
field to suggest that contemporary 'forgeries' were motivated by either an 
attempt to deceive, such as plated and debased coins, or simply to supplement 
official coinage that was locally in short supply. It is argued by some (see 
Warren Esty website) that regional governors, local army commanders 
and/or rich local persons may have struck coinage as the government failed 
to send adequate supply. This coin is clearly an enigma struck in silver of 
high fineness".

The title suggests that Commodus was present at his father's victory over the 
Marcomanni, he mopped up the deserters in Gaul in a military campaign, and 
a revolt in Brittany was put down by two legions brought over from Britain. 
In Britain in 184, the governor Ulpius Marcellus re-advanced the Roman 
frontier northward to the Antonine Wall, but the legionaries revolted against 
his harsh discipline and acclaimed another legate, Priscus, as emperor. But 
Priscus refused to accept their acclamations, but Perennis had all the legionary 
legates in Britain cashiered. On 15 October 184 at the Capitoline Games, 
a Cynic philosopher publicly denounced Perennis before Commodus, who 
was watching, but was immediately put to death. According to Dio Cassius, 
Perennis, though ruthless and ambitious, was not personally corrupt and 
generally administered the state well. This coin commemorates (VICT BRIT) 
the success of the legions advancing to the Antonine wall.

Hsu Shih Chang, was born on October 20, 1855 and died June 5, 1939. 
He was the President of the Republic of China (Beijing government) from 
October 10, 1918 to June 2, 1922.
